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The steady and rapid reduction of the Town debt to less than 
$6,000., above means to pay, is a cause for congratulation to the 
tax-payer. 


The amounts set aside in the Savings Banks, with accruing inter- 
est, in the ordinary course of business, with a reduced rate of tax- 
ation the current year, and henceforth, will provide for our indebt- 
edness as it matures. 


The last two years have shown an average diminution of our 
liabilities of nearly $2,300. ; or, to be exact, $2,271.53. 


Within that period of time there have been a few extraordinary 
expenses which may not occur again. '. 


The purchase of a road machine at $200., which proves a very 
satisfactory investment, and the repairs on Shaker Bridge, damaged 
by high water, costing nearly $350.; are among the larger ones. 


Less than eight hundred dollars will be needed, in addition to 
the funds on hand, with Savings Bank interest, to cancel the series 
of bonds due May 1, 1888. 


The probable growth of the ‘Town, as well as property, now ex- 
empt, which will, in the near future become taxable, are reasons 
worthy of consideration at this time. 


A lower rate of taxation is a standing invitation for new-comers, 
new industries,-and additional capital. 


There is another view of the situation entitled to weight, and that 
is, for twenty years many citizens have borne the burden of heavy 
taxes, until they must have, in principal and interest, contributed 
nearly $70,000. 


It is no more than equitable that the increasing growth of the 
‘Town, and its coming prosperity, should contribute somewhat to the 
extinguishment of a debt which cannot be canceled for six years 
to come. In the opinion of your Treasurer, the usual appropria- 
tion can be lessened eight hundred dollars.

FOR UNION DISTRICT, TILTON AND NORTHFIELD. 


In making the report for the past year we are glad to say several 
improvements have been made in and around the school buildings, 
and yet others are needed. ‘The rooms and halls should be whiten- 
ed and painted. ‘The floor in the primary room should be re-laid. 
Cracks that are half an inch in width may pass, as a means of ven- 
tiation, but we hardly think they are condusive to the comfort and 
health of the children. 


One of the most urgent needs of the school, is books of refer- 
ence. ‘Two large dictionaries are needed, also physiological charts. 
The present board have added a copy of Webster’s unabridged 
dictionary, with a few other books. 


The school for the entire year has been under the immediate 
charge of George M. Clough, as principal, assisted by Mrs. G. M. 
Clough, Marion E. Lyford, and Annie O. Drake. 


The general condition of the school has greatly inproved the 
past year. The supervision of each room has been under Mr. 
Clough, arid to the earnestness and zeal with which he entered 
into the work, and to his tact and executive ability is due the suc- 
cess that has been attained. 
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The discipline and methods of instruction have been of the 
highest order. The assistants have labored harmoniously and 
efficiently toward the results obtained. The general good deport- 
ment of the scholars while out of school, particularly the lessened 
amount of bad language, and the better condition of dress and 
cleanliness, has been the general remark of most all of those inter- 
ested in the school; showing conclusively, that the parents and 
scholars have taken a deeper interest than ever before. 


The money appropriated for finishing the new higher depart- 
ment has all been accomplished within the sum specified, with ad- 
ditional work of considerable magnitude. The room has been 
furnished in the most modern style and convenience. For the 
finishing of the room proper, and extra work, the District is obli- 
gated to Mr. J. F. Eastman, for carrying it on to a first-class finish. 
Mr. Eastman showing his interest by doing the work at a figure 
that gave him only fair day’s pay, with no contract profit whatever 
to himself. 


The first term of school was brought abruptly to a close after 
the prevalence of scarlet fever. We feel that this might have been 
avoided by the prompt action of the proper authorities, and more 
regard for the health of others, by the parents or guardians of the 
afflicted children. 


We make the suggestion that the incoming board may so change 
the terms of school as to conform to those around us, making it 
smooth for the graduating scholars to enter higher schools. We 
are thoroughly convinced that this is the almost unanimous voice 
of those interested. 


The course of study, as adopted by this board, is the work of 
the principal, George M. Clough, who gathered it from frequent 
visits and correspondence with the best schools and highest authori- 
ties in school matters in this state and adjoining states. 


We trust this course may be permanent. It has been printed in 
pamphlet form and distributed throughout the District. 
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The appropriation voted for concrete walks, with the sum of 
twenty dollars given us by the “Village Improvement Society’’, has 
enabled us to carry out the long needed improvement. ‘The great 
increase of pupils predicted by many, on account of the new in- 
dustry in our village, has not been realized, as will be seen by an 
examination of the statistics herein presented. 


We have divided the primary department, and the result has 
- been seen in the marked advance of the children. ‘The indications 
for attendance during this year point to a large increase, and to 
maintain the present corps of teachers, will call for an additional 
increase of funds. |

FELLOW CITIZENS OF NORTHFIELD : 


In accordance with the usual custom, we submit to you the fol- 
lowing report of the several schools in town, conscious that we 
labor under some disadvantages, not met by our predecessors, from 
the fact, that this being the experimental year of the Town System, 
many, who are not in favor with the new law, may be disposed to 
criticize. 

We have endeavored to discharge our duties faithfully and im- 
partially, and for the good of our town schools, and, while they 
have not al/ been a success, we think a greater part of them have 
been so. Where there has been partial failure it has not been the 
result of a deficiency of book knowledge, but from a lack of “gump- 
tion,” or a knowledge of human nature. In order to become a 
successful teacher one must learn to study characters, and avoid 
teaching from books, to the neglect of the important qualification 
of knowing the material on which they have to work. ‘There are 
- few duplicates in regard to children’s temperament, every one being 
a new combination of elements, and each must be subjected to dif- 
ferent management, in order to awaken their noblest exertions, and 
accomplish the greatest results. 


As a rule the citizens have apparently taken much interest in the 
schools, thereby giving us their encouragement. ‘The registers show 
the number of visits in the several schools to be 218. We find in 
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attendance, during the different Summer terms, 89 pupils, and 31 
on the ‘Roll of Honor” ; during the Fall terms 77 pupils, and only 
22 who were perfect in attendance! Parents, we ask of you is this 
just as it should be? Is it natural for your children to be sufficiently 
interested in their studies, without any of your encouragement, to 
be always punctual in attendance? Do you not keep them from 
school occasionally for a little “help’’, or some other trivial excuse ? 
and after one mark against their name, the child becomes discour- - 
aged and disinterested and willing to remain at home day after day, 
and at the expiration of the term they are far behind their classes. 


Have you, parents; nothing to do in this matter? Consider well 
these things, and remember that no school-day lost to your children 
can ever be replaced. 


We found the classification in most of the schools very faulty ; 
the number of classes being so great that but a very small amount 
of time could be devoted to any one. ‘This has been remedied to 
some extent, with chance for future improvement. We also found 
great diversity of text-books. In some schools three different series 
of Geography were found. We have aimed at more uniformity, and 
have partially succeeded, having introduced Harper’s series of 
Geography, to the exclusion of others, and Harrington’s Spellers, 
which will be supplied to us by Tilton’s accommodating Pharmacist, 
CuRat ermoks 


We appeal to you, citizens of Northfield, for-more money with 
which to carry on our schools more successfully. To enable us to 
secure first-class teachers of experience and ability, we must give 
them fair compensation for their services, which we cannot do, 
without lessening the school, unless more money is given us. Re- 
member that money expended in the cause of education will repay 
us greater per cent. than that invested in any other way.

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CENTER SCHOOL. 


Judging from the names of visitors during the first term, the 
parents and friends manifested much interest in the school, which 
was under the instruction of Miss Lizzie Adams, a teacher of some 
experience, who gave satisfactory results. 


The second term was taught by Miss Cora J. Kilton. This was. 
her second school, and she failed to gain the love and respect of 
her pupils, consequently, the progress of the school was somewhat 
limited. 


A third term of four weeks was taught by Miss Etta F. Heath, 
who made more improvement in this school than was made by any 
other in town, owing, partially, to its bad condition at its commence- 
ment. 


Miss Heath entered this school with the determination to be 
“mistress of the situation”, and it was a perfect success, as we pre- 
dict any school will be under this teacher’s supervision. 


One pupil, Alonzo H. Sanborn, has been perfect in spelling 
throughout the school year. All the scholars, with two exceptions, 
were on the roll of honor, the largest percentage of any school in 
town, speaking well for parents, teacher and pupils. 


Bay Hitt SCHOO. 


The summer term was under the instruction of Mrs. Addie J. 
Long, a teacher of much experience, with a quiet unassuming man- 
ner, which would have met with good results in some schools, but 
a few of the large scholars here took advantage of these points in 
her teaching, making the school unpleasant and unprofitable. 


The second term was taught by Mr. Asa E. Gile, who was 
engaged to teach nine weeks of school, but at the expiration of seven 
weeks, he wrote us from Boston, informing us that he had changed 
his occupation, thereby giving us no opportunity to visit his school 
at its close, consequently we cannot judge of results attained. We 
think no teacher should’ engage a school unless they have enough 
stability of mind to finish the term. 
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Hopcpon SCHOOL. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Eva J. Clark. This was 
her first attempt at teaching, and we think with more experience, 
and acquired ability, she may make a successful teacher. Her 
register, being very defective, gave us little from which to report. 


Fall term, Miss Etta F. Heath, teacher, and to those who are 
acquainted with her method of teaching, it will be no surprise to 
learn that this school ranks jirst in town. She gained’ the love of 
every scholar by her pleasant manners, at the same time maintain- 
ing excellent order. Every class made rapid and thorough advance- 
ment, and too much cannot be said in praise of Miss Heath as a 
teacher. 


We find in this school the best class in fifth reader in town, and 
three pupils, Edson Berry, Alonzo H. Sanborn and Albert B. Shaw, 
who have not missed in spelling during the term. 


Some parents in this school limits seem to consider the perfect 
attendance of their children at school of but little account, and a 
poor excuse, or a cloudy sky, serves to keep some from school many 
days during the term. 


RAND SCHOOL. 


The summer school was in charge of Miss Lizzie M. Hersey, 
who, although a teacher of no experience, gave excellent satisfac- 
tion, and worked for the interest of her pupils in school and out of 
school. She mingled kind words and dignity in an exemplary man- 
ner, and accomplished very satisfactory results. We hope we may 
be fortunate enough to retain her services in town as a teacher. 


Fall term. Here we find Mr. Herbert E. Wyman as a teacher, 
who commenced the school under somewhat trying circumstances, 
owing to the fact that some were determined to be displeased with 
the school providing they could not select the teacher. We are 
sorry that our time was so limited, on our first visit, that we could 
not listen to that primmer class, on account of the comments made 
concerning its omission.

On our second visit we were much pleased with the improve- 
ment made in the classes, and think Mr. Wyman will make one of 
our most successful teachers. 


The small scholars were very quiet at the examination, consider- 
ing the fact that one of our teachers, sitting as a visitor, was busily 
engaged in manufacturing rag babies, which amusement might well 
have been omitted. We found seventeen present at the examina... 
tion—a larger number than in any other school. 


OAK Hitt ScHOOL. 


Miss Nellie S. French had charge of this school during the year. 
The summer term had been in session but three weeks when the 
measles appeared among the scholars, and it was deemed expedi- 
ent to close the school ; consequently, but little advancement could 
be expected. On our visit at the commencement it promised good 
results. 


At the close of the fall term Miss French gave evidence that she 
had acquitted herself faithfully, and the scholars passed a _praise- 
worthy examination, 


BEAN HILit SCHOOL. 


The summer term was managed by Mrs. M. Etta Davis, whose 
large experience in teaching has fitted her to do justice to a larger 
school. ‘The friends of this school manifested their interest, and 
gave their encouragement, by appearing at the examination, which 
was interesting, considering the number of pupils. 


“The fall term opened with Miss Bertha M. Sanborn as teacher. 


This was her first school, and she tried to be successful, and gave 
satisfaction. The scholars were very quiet, and made commend- 
able progress. 


PoND SCHOOL. 


One term, taught by Mrs. Mary L. Cofran, who assumed the po- 
sition of teacher, by request of the district. This school was not 
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very satisfactory at its close. A teacher is expected to teach good 
principles, exert a good influence, and give good moral advice.— 
The fall term was omitted for economical reasons—school being 
provided for the few scholars in the town of Canterbury. 


'TEBBETTS SCHOOL. 


This school during the summer term numbered eight scholars, 
and the teacher, Miss Bertha A. French, remarked that she hardly 
knew how to employ her time, and your School Board, on visiting 
the school at its close, found that much time had been dost which 
might have been successfully occupied by teaching miscellaneous 
questions, of which she had none. 


Mr. Herbert E. Wyman successfully taught the fall term, work- 
ing very dilligently, having no unoccupied time left to himself or 
his pupils. 


This school is composed chiefly of small scholars, and on our last 
visit we found that Mr. Wyman had taught them much outside of 
their books. ‘The scholars also made fine progress in their studies.
